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HISTORICAL STATEMENT 

The site chosen in 1876 for the establishment of the Florida State 
Hospital lias a history reaching back to many of the early decisive epi- 
sodes in the state's history. Near the junction where the Chattahoochee 
and Flint Rivers form the A pa lac hi cola, the location now occupied by 
the hospital, 240 feet, above sea level, was for many years a strategic mili- 
tary point, forming the gateway from the Gulf to Georgia, Alabama and 
northern Florida. For a century Chattahoochee furnished the battle 
ground on which the French, the Spanish, the British, the Seminole In- 
dians and the United States Government carried on a struggle for the oc- 
cupancy of the surrounding territory. Many of the details remain obscure, 
but historical research is beginning to unfold the dramatic early story of 
Chattahoochee. 

Held during the Seminole wars by the Indians, allied with negro 
freedmeu and runaway slaves, the old fort at Chattahoochee was destroyed 
by Andrew Jackson, who followed by building a garrison for federal sol- 
diers. In 2866 the arsenal aud the surrounding land, part of which was 
in Georgia, were ceded by the federal government to the state of Florida 
and in 1876 converted into a state mental institution. Five of the main 
buildings of the hospital are over a hundred years old, having been erected 
in 1834. The tower of the fort remains a part of one of the ward build- 
ings, the old magazine is now in use as a mattress factory, and General 
Jackson's residence serves as the superintendent's home. 

The three score years which have passed since the establishing of 
the Florida State Hospital have seen its transformation from an "asylum" 
where the mentally ill were merely locked up for the protection of society, 
to a hospital applying modern therapeutic methods for the restoration of 
mental health. This process of change has gathered momentum in recent 
years, for the use of medicine in the treatment of mental diseases is a story 
of the past quarter century, and only during the last decade has such 
treatment been introduced to any extent in state hospitals. 

At the same time that the institution has been extending its medical 
activities and raising its psychiatric standards, it has been necessary to 
expand the physical plant and equipment because of the rapid increase 
in patient population and because the old buildings are now becoming ob- 
solete. During the past two years ten new buildings have been completed 
with the aid of federal funds, but there is still need, in some instances 
critical, for additional structures. It is the view of the present adminis- 
tration that the need for additional housing should not eclipse the neces- 
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sity of enlarging ort the truly therapeutic functions of the hospital. The 
patient population can be reduced, and the necessity of a continuing build- 
ing program can be obviated only by receiving and treating patients in 
the early stage of mental illness, restoring them to society, and relieving 
the state of the burden of their maintenance. 

THE SCOPE OF THE INSTITUTION 

The Florida State Hospital operates as an agency which undertakes 
the treatment of the mentally ill, their restoration to health and return 
to society. Its function is primarily medical and it is first of all a hos- 
pital. But with a population of 5,000 patients, ;jo6 prisoners, and 900 
employees with their dependents, living and working in some 2*0 build- 
ings on a reservation of more than 10,278 acres, the hospital has the scope 
of a community demanding practically all the activities and services of a 
fair-sized municipality. Because of its relative isolation, the institution 
must he self-sustaining in many respects, hence the operation of numerous 
productive enterprises and the stocking of great quantities of supplies.

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THE PRODUCTIVE DEPARTMENTS 

Efficiency and ecinoray in the operation of the productive and main- 
tenance departments are essential to the success of tlie institution in its 
main objective as a hospital. It lias been undertaken during the biennial 
period now closing to redrce costs of production, to consolidate activities 
where increased efficiency will result, to expand profitable enterprises and 
curtail or abandon those found to be unprofitable. Cost accounting reports 
ha\e indicated that measurable progress lias been made toward this tmtl 
during the two jear period covered by the report, despite the increased 
cost of living due to the war and National Defense. 

Construction 

Cbas. T. I meson, Supervisor 

The Construction Department is maintained at the Florida State Hos- 
pital for the purpose of performing such light and heavy construction as 
is necessary to promote the welfare of the institution. In addition to doing 
light and heavy construct ion it is charged with the care and upkeep of all 
buildings, both institutional and residential, on the hospital property, ami 
includes remodeling, repairing, and painting. It also maintains the records 
of laud surveys and makes and develops plans for new engineering under- 
takings and handles the insurance records. 

During the entire biennial period the carpenter and cabinet shops 
have been engaged in the work of manufacturing, fabricating, and pro- 
ducing all sash, sash frames, doors, and door frames used in the mainten- 
ance and repair of hospital buildings. The cabinet section of the carpenter 
shop produces such articles as cabinets, desks, tables, chairs, benches, and 
other articles of wood common to hospital use. 

During the first, part of the present bieunium most of the work done 
by the Construction Department was concrete and brick. However, dur- 
ing this vear there was cut from hospital property and produced in our 
own saw mill, 191,836 feet of lumber, in addition to outside purchases in 
maintaining the plant. In the last half of the year 1939 the saw null was 
reworked and additional facilities provided, and during the first half of 
1940 we cut from hospital property, sawed and planed *il7,688 feet of lum- 
ber. It is believed after making certain other repairs that this mill will he 
able to take care of the lumber needs for the institution. 

Heavy Construction undertaken and completed by the department 
during the bieunium included grading, draining and terracing the reeraa- 
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iiim yards for white men and colored men and women, together with the 
construction of summer houses and toilet facilities in the yards of the col- 
ored departments ; also the construction of new cyclone fences, and the 
planting of trees around the recreation yards of the two colored depart- 
ments. In addition to this all the old wooden, unsanitary floors of the 
dining rooms used for white patients at the general kitchen were torn out, 
fitted in. and new concrete, terrazzo-fhiished floors were installed, as well 
as reworking one of the dining rooms used for the white women into a cafe- 
teria for the use of employees; the construction of a modern concrete, 
screened, fire-proof room for trash and swill in the rear of the general 
kitchen, and the construction' of a modern, fire-proof, screened vegetable 
house, with concrete sanitary floors for the preparation of vegetables for 
the general kitchen. During this period the Dental Clinic had additions 
made thereto, with a reworking of the old portion of the building, which 
presently constitutes one of the finest Dental Clinics to be found in any 
institution. Also there was undertaken and completed a new fire-proof 
dining room, with terrazzo floors, with more than 10.000 feet of floor space, 
for the ladies of the white women's department. Also during this period 
Wards O and S of the white women's department were completely recon- 
ditioned, old wooden floors torn out, all woodwork and walls painted, and 
new concrete floors laid, covered with asphalt tile. In addition approxi- 
mately ISO feet of brick and concrete duet for steam lines have been eou- 
st r ncted. Several transformer vaults of brick and concrete construction 
have been built. 



Streets and Roads 

In addition to the heavy construction work undertaken by this depart- 
ment, we are very much indebted to the Road Department for repairs to 
the roads and streets of the institution, and the construction of some one 
and a half miles of new gravel and asphalt roads. 

Light Construction during the biennium has made much needed re- 
pairs to twenty-two of the residential buildings occupied by the personnel 
of the hospital, in addition to building a new dining room in connection 
with the First Offenders' Camp in Jackson County, reworking of the Su- 
perintendent's Offices, and the repairing and setting up as offices twelve 
rooms in the new general hospital for occupancy of the Chief Physician. 
Clinical Director, medical records and Chief Nurse, and the building of a 
storage barn at the dairy. 
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In addition thereto a crew of three to five men have Im*cu regularly 
employed doing the necessary painting, using approximately 5,000 gallons 

of paint, in a program of sanitation and beautifieatinn. 

Another crew of three to five men have been engaged during this per- 
iod iii minor repair jobs, looking after wire screens, broken glass, loeks, 
doors, doors, and other odd jobs that constantly require attention in main- 
taining the buildings of the institution. The broom and mop factory pro- 
duce the brooms and mops used in the institution. 

All the buildings that were severely damaged by (lie storm of April 
7, 1940, have been repaired. 

ENCUNEERIN'O 

J. L. Davis, Chief Engineer 

All needs of the institution which are mechanical in nature arc han- 
dled by the engineering department, under which function the steam and 
electric plants, water works, refrigerating plant, plumbing department, 
foundry, machine shop, garage, electric shop, telephone system, radio and 
sprinkler systems. 

Steam and electric current are furnished for heat, cooking, laundry, 
sterilizing, and for driving various machinery over the institution. 

Throrgh the aid of Public Works Administration the steam, eled rie 
and ice plants have been converted into a modern plant, A new 40,000 
pound per hour, 425 pounds operating pressure B & W boiler equipped 
with pulverizer and accessories lias been added to I he steam plant. Our 
steam plant now consists of 2— .120 HP B & W boilers, 1— 300 HP B & W 
Loiler, 1 — 500 HP Erie City boiler, all o]ieratiiig at 175 pounds working 
pressure, and the new boiler operating at 425 pounds pressure. 

An 1S5 ft. radial brick stack has been added to take care of the new 

I oiler. 

A new 750 KW turbo generator operating at 12") pounds pressure and 
exhausting steam at 100 pounds pressure for use at new laundry, has been 
installed. 

Our electric plant now consists of the following: 

1—600 KW turbo-generator 
1 — 750 KW turbo-generator 

1 — 250 IIP Skinner Unaflow Engine driving 16H KW gener- 
ator operating at 175 pounds pressure, and 
1 — new turbo-generator operating at 425 pounds pressure.

The delivered cost of electric current has been reduced from .0134 
per KWH to .0106 per KWH, which if maintained should result in a sav- 
ing on distributed current of $12,427.52 per year, 

A saving of $20,000.00 per year has been effected through the reduc- 
tion hi price of eoal and freight rates obtained during the previous bien- 
niuni. This resulted from providing for the alternate use of fuel oil with 
our new equipment. 

The institution lias heretofore maintained two complete and separate 
water systems, and through the aid of the Public Works Administration a 
modern water filtering plant of 1,500,000 gallons per day capacity is be- 
ing constructed and when put in operation will combine the two systems. 
Two 500,000 gallon capacity steel water storage tanks have been added for 
use with this system. 

The ice plant has been reconditioned with the addition of one new 
compressor. The steam driven units have been changed to electric driven 
units. The cold storage rooms at power plant have been changed from 
ammonia to freon gas. 

Ice consumption has been reduced due to the hiatal lat ion of electric 
water coolers and electric refrigerators throughout all hospital buildings. 

The foundry and machine shop east and finished 87.74!) pounds of 
iron, brass and aluminum and kept repaired and operating all machinery 
over the institution. 

The plumbing and electric departments have maintained all piping, 
fixtures, wiring and plumbing, and installed all new work not handled by 
contract. 

The garage has maintained all transportation. 

Public Works Construction 

As the bieimium closes we have under construction, through aid grant- 
ed by the Public Works Administration, a new water treatment plant, two 
new water storage tanks with a combined capacity of 1,000,000 gallons, a 
new ice plant, a new cold storage plant, together with provision for re- 
conditioning our existing cold storage capacity and the installation of cir- 
culating ice water in all the patient buildings and dormitories. 

When completed Uiese projects will greatly add to the comfort and 
convenience of our hospital family, and the efficiency of operating the 
institution. 
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The Farm 

J. 51. Griffin, Supervisor 

During the present hiennium we have cultivated 2,691 acres, some 
fifty odd acres less than during the preceding similar period, hut with 
more satisfactory results and a much augmented production. The period 
has seen many improvements on the farm, new ditches opened, old ditches 
cleared out, fence rows cleared of briars ami bushes, many miles of ter- 
racing done, barns ami farm houses repaired and repainted Party acre* 
additional have been put under Irrigation, making us less subject h> 
drought and giving us a more constant supply of fresh vegetables. Pa*- 
tires have been plowed and put in better grazing condition for the dairy 
herd, new pastures have been plowed, harrowed, limed and sown to red 
clover, white clover, Dallas grass and lespedeza.

Horticulture 

Jules Terhell, Supervisor 

The two year period covered by this report lias seen the campus of 
the institution transformed into one of real beauty and outstanding at- 
tractiveness, due to draining, terracing, sodding and shrub planting car- 
ried on by the horticultural department under the supervision of Mr. Jules 
Terhell. 

The lawn area lias heen increased to almost two hundred acres. The 
foundation plantings ami ornamental shrubs now on the campus number 
between 3J0Q and 4,000, rose bushes 1,796, gladiolas 28,250, azaleas SK -. 
and camellias 45. More than 200,000 cut flowers ha%'e heen distributed 
during the biennium to the various wards and buildings of the hospital, 
and more than 500 palms of various varieties lend beauty to tin* streets, 
drives and parks of the institution. 

In addition to the above this department looks after the pecan orch- 
ards, fruit tree?, grajie vineyards and orange grove.

DIETARY DEPARTMENT 

3. C. Gissendaner, Chief Steward Ruth Frey, Dietitian 

Gene ra I Kitchen: 

Major improvements made in the General Kitchen in tin- two vear 
period now ending not only increased the efficiency of this unit but placed 
emphasis mi the treatment of certain physical ailments with food high in 
specific vitamins. The use of a larger quantity of fruits and vegetables, 
over 20 per cent increase in milk and cheese, and a greater variety of 
meats furthered this improvement in the diet. A larger variety of bakery 
products made the meals more palatable. The United States Governaaeni 
donated considerable quantities of apples, oranges, grapefruit ami butter. 

For the better eare of the large quantities of meats, fruits and vege- 
tables needed for the 16,000 meals served each day a new cold storage of 
;?,500 sq. ft. was added. New equipment was installed for refrigerating 
the old storages. In conjunction with the cold storages a new tee cream 
plant was added, a new meat cutting room was constructed and the store- 
room was enlarged. A new diet pastry, trash room, swill room and toilet 
and locker room for employees were constructed. 

Part of the overcrowding in the white women's dining room was elim- 
inated by the completion of a dining room with a capacity of 1,000 per- 
sons. One of the old dining rooms was renovated and made into a cafe- 
teria. Three hundred white women are now being served cafeteria style, 
which is a decided improvement. An employees' cafeteria was completed, 
which is more conducive to a satisfied personnel with its more attractive 
atmosphere than the old dining room. The oh] dining room for employees 
was remodeled for white men patients, thus eliminating more overcrowd- 
ing. 

An intercommunicating telephone system was installed for closer co- 
operation, between the dining rooms and the kitchen. Circulating ice water 
equipment was installed in all dining rooms, providing better service for 

the patients. 

In addition to the physical plant and the diet improvements the rec- 
ord system provides for a closer supervision of the serving of patients, 
speeding the meal service and eliminating waste.

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Diet Kitchen • 

The institution 7 s general hospital of more than 400 beds is served by 
a diet kitchen, under the supervision of a registered dietitian. Food is 
conveyed to the various wards in electric heated earts, each hospital ward 
having been equipped with a serving room and a steam operated dish- 
washer. In these serving rooms, the trays are served under the direction 
of a graduate nurse. Speeial diets are sent out in earts and are delivered 
directly to the bedside of the patient, allowing a choice in the food selected. 
Underground tunnels connecting the three general hospital buildings have 
made it possible to serve the food in this manner. 

The purchase of new carts and the construction of additional cold 
storage space have aided in the administration of the diet kitchen. Con- 
struction has been completed on a new, modern diet kitchen, completely 
equipped, which will he put into use in the near future. 

The dietitian and the assistant dietitian serve as instructors in dia- 
tetics and diet therapy for the nurses' training school, and supervise the 
practical experience which the students acquire by working in the diet 
kitchen. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT 

F. C. Pfaender, Chief 

A modern fire department is maintained which consists of three pieces 
of apparatus: 

One quadruple combination type which carries 257 feet of ladders, 500 

gallon per minute pump, 700 feet of 2Vi inch hose, 150 gallon water tank 

connected with booster pump, and ail other small equipment and tools 

needed in combating fires of different types. 

One triple combination which carries 1,250 feet of 2',i inch hose, 500 

gallon per minute pump, 150 gallons of water connected with a booster 

pump, ladders and other small equipment. 

One small truck which carries 500 feet of 2V-> inch hose, booster pump 

and necessary small equipment and tools. 

The personnel consists of six full time men, a Chief, Assistant Chief 
and four engineers; two engineers and one officer are on duty 24 hours a 
day. There is also a crew of volunteers which ranges between fifteen and 
twenty. These volunteers are subject to call at any time. Fourteen sleep 
at the station and are available in ease of fire. 
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The department has answered 121 calls during the period oi this re- 
port. We have not had any serious fires, but we have extinguished many 
which could have become serious. 

There are 378 extinguishers of various types in the hospital, which 
are maintained by the fire department and recharged annually, A re- 
port is kept of each extinguisher as to its date of recharge and location, 
its serial number and trade name. 

In the different buildings we have 4,450 feet of 2 inch hose which i:* 
connected to standpi^es, and 3,150 feet of 1 inch hose on standpipes. This 
is also maintained by the fire department. We have 3,100 feet of 2 1 ^ inch 
hose available for fire service. 

All buildings other than those which are fire resisting are equipped 
with sprinkler systems, and these systems are inspected daily for any de- 
fects which might occur. 

Since the installation of the fire department much has been done to 
make the buildings safe from fire. Wooden stairways have been removed 
and replaced with steel, wooden floors have been replaced with concrete, 
and buildings are being rewired with rigid conduit. In fact, all fire haz- 
ards are being eliminated as fast as possible. Classes are eondiieted with 
the employees to better acquaint them with fire hazards and what to do in 
case a fire should occur. They are also given talks on fire prevent ion. 
which is very important. Attendants are drilled and given instructions 
as to how to remove patients from a building in ease of fire. 

Inspections are made of all buildings, ami where a fire hazard exists 
it is corrected at once. In years past many of the buildings bad heavy 
iron bars in the windows. These have been eliminated and replaced with 
wire shutters. All shutters can lie opened, making it possible to remove 
patients from them if it should Ijeeome necessary so to do. 

The fire department maintained at the present time would be a credit 
to a city of 15,000. 
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STATE LIAISON OFFICER 

This department was maintained until September, 1939, when Mrs. 
Herberta Ann Leonardy resigned to accept a position with the University 
of Miami, since which time we have not been able to fill this position. The 
vacancy in tins department has thrown considerable work on the other de- 
partments of the institution, and we have not been able to carry on our 
public relations in as satisfactory manner as we should have. 

It is hoped that with the begin ning of the new biennium we will be 
able to secure a suitably trained person to head this department, as in our 
opinion it is very important that it should be continued. 



OCCUPATIONAL AND RECREATIONAL THERAPY 
Lillian E. Perkins, Glenn F. Wright, 

Occupational Therapist Supervisor of Recreation 

Occupation and Recreation play an indispensable role in any program 
for the treatment of mental patients. In deteriorated and chronic cases, 
no more can be attained than to bring about a more satisfactory adjust- 
ment between the patient and his environment, which is a worthwhile ob- 
jective in itself. But in new and more recoverable cases, occupation or 
recreation may often be a large factor in the resocialization and rehabili- 
tation of the patient. 

Various types of occupation and group recreation have been afforded 
at the hospital for many years, but prescribed, individualized activities, 
in which the patient's progress is measured in terms of his mental improve- 
ment, have been under way for only the past four or five years. It is in- 
tended that this scientific ordering of the patient's time will gradually ex- 
pand until it replaces entirely the older regime which has largely been con- 
trolled by the institution's labor needs and limited funds for therapeutical 
activities. 

An occupational therapy department conducted along scientific lines 
under the direction of a registered occupational therapist was established 
five years ago. This work has been gradually expanded until it now serves 
a number of women and men patients. All insulin shock treated patients 
are given regular class instruction. 

The work, which is progressive, is graded into five grades of difficulty, 
and is given according to the diagnosis and the mental and physical con- 
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dition of lite patient. It ranges from the simple task of rolling yarn into 
bulls to the more difficult work of leather tooling or the weaving of intri- 
cate designs on the pattern loom. 

The physician prescribes the treatment. Tin* therapist receives the 
prescription, selects the suitable activity to gel the desired results, keeps 
record of the reactions and progress of the patient, and has frequent con- 
sultations with the physician. 

The crafts which are used as treatment include: leather tooling, bas- 
ketr.v, loom weaving, painting and designing knotted belts, wood-carvi 
braid weaving, hooked rugs, knitting, crocheting, embroidery, work iu 
cork, work iu clay, and many others. 

In the art room of the white female department many patients do 
fine needlework, this type of work being particularly beneficial for BOOM 
types of mental disorders. The art room products are usually of a high 
quality and are often sold at a price sufficient to pay for the materials. 

The occupational therapist gives instruction iu ooeopationa] therapy 
to the student nurses as a regular course in their curriculum, ami holds 
similar classes for the attendants. Various recreational activities have 
been inaugurated during the past four years. These include folk-dancing, 
dramatics— special plays and musical comedies. The casts for these pro- 
duct ions are composed entirely of patients and the eoetmnes, properties 
an. I scenery are made in I be occupational therapy department. Programs 
of this sort are produced each mouth aud given several times for patients 
and employees, approximately 400 patients attending one performance. 

Under the auspices of the recreation department a weekly program is 
carried on, including the following :

LANDIS HALL 
Mattie Siielfer, Matron 

By nsing the insurance money collected when fire destroyed the 
nurses' home, plus an allocation from our Special Maintenance Collections 
to match a grant from the Public Works Administration of the Federal 
Government, we have been able to build and equip a modern, two-story, 
concrete and steel building, capable of housing 300 of our nursing per- 
son uel. 

Our School of Nursing, with its dietetics laboratory and class rooms, 
is in this building, together, with parlors and lounge rooms for the use of 
the young ladies who call this home. 

The Board has designated this building as Landis Hall, in memory of 
the late Attorney General Cary D. Landis, and a suitable bronze name plate 
lias been placed on the building, with a painting of General Landis hung 
in the hall of the main entrance. 



SANITARY DEPARTMENT 

■JiOeman James, Supervisor 

During the period covered by this report we believe tiiere has possibly 
been more progress made in sanitation than in any similar period of the 
institution's history. 

In the rear of the general kitchen an open trash box and swill cans on 
the ground have been replaced by a modern, concrete, screened, fly-proof 
trash and swill room. Replacing a dilapidated wooden, unscreened struc- 
ture used as a vegetable preparation house is a modern, fly- proof, screened 
structure with concrete and sanitary floors for the preparation of vege- 
tables for the general kitchen. 

The Information Booth maintained by this department is equipped 
with a Kardex of all employees and their location ; also all departments. 
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their locations and supervisors. A tost ami found department is main- 
tained here that has been of great value to the institution. 

During the bienniuni this department has built septic tanks ami ab- 
sorption fields and connected them to alt booses on the reservation which 
were unable, on account of location, to connect with the sanitary sewage 
system. Similar sanitary provisions have been installed at the water 
works, saw mill and all outlying departments of the hospital. 

By the use of a second hand truck and reclaimed tank, the engineering 
department has enabled this department to regularly flush and clean 1 lie 
streets of the campus with this homemade street (lusher. 

The sanitary department daily covers the grounds of the entire 
reservation removing trash, rubbish, and improving the looks of the 
grounds, and removing fly and mosquito breeding places. The 2K0 build- 
ings of the institution are regularly and systematically serviced Cor flies, 
mosquitoes, rats, mice, roaches, water bugs, ants and other insects. In the 
patient departments alone more than 5,0(111 beds jire sprayed each month. 
All storm sewer ami manhole openings are sprayed regularly every ten 
days. The hospital buys only the raw materials, all chemicals used by 
the department being compounded by the Supervisor at a great saving to 
the institution. 

This department maintains the sewage disposal plant, which, though 
totally inadequate in capacity, is since the installation of an additional 
chlorinator functioning much better. It is imperative that we have an 
enlarged unit here at the earliest possible time, as this plant is overtaxed 
daily with a half million gallon flow beyond its capacity. 

This department's trash truck moved during the biennium 12,957,700 
tons of trash, while the swill truck hauled 16,205,514 tons of swill from 
the kitchens and residences of the institution. 

SEWING EOOM 

Emma (J lass, Sujh rvhor 

The work of the sewing room has kept pace with the rapidly increas- 
ing population during the past two years. Thanks to the work accomp- 
lished by faithful employees and many patients, who find an outlet to 
better adjustment through work in this department, our clothing costs 
per patient, have been kept down while the volume of work in the sewing 
room lias markedly increased to an all time liiirh as evidenced by the 
making of: Dresses, skirts, capes, blouses, gowns, pajamas, shirts, slips, 
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coveralls* suits, aprons, bibs, collars, caps, bath robes, and many other 
pieces of wettring apparel totaling more than fil,000 pieces.

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MOVEMENT OF POPULATION 

At the elose of the last bienniuni, June 30, 1938, there were 4,268 
patients in the* Florida State Hospital, ami at the close of this biennium, 
June '.0. 1940, there were 4,613 patients, showing a net gain during the 
biennium of 345 patients, A total of 6,358 patients were hospitalized dur- 
ing ill is time, with an average number present tor the two years of 4,420. 
These figures represent an all time peak in patient population. 

The tables No. 1, 2, 3 and 4 will explain the Movement of Population 
for the period under report. 

During this biennium there appears to be a stabilization in the first 
admissions rate. For the year 1938-39 there were 819 first admission, and 
in 1939-40, 943. This does not include the returned from furlough and 
escaped patients. This admission rate compared with the years prior to 
1934 indicates a gradual improvement in the general health of our State. 
Each biennial period from 1930 to 1938 shows a decrease in the number of 
patients admitted with neurosyphilis, amounting to the reduction during 
those vears of over forty per cent. More intelligent public control and 
treatment of syphilis may be given major credit. Also the diet deficiency 
diseases are responsible for a smaller number of psychoses, dropping stead- 
ily from 72 to 12 admissions in the course of four biennial periods. 

Decline in Death Sate 

Another factor which has influenced the increase in patient popula- 
tion is the decline in the death rate, which has reached an all time low dur- 
ing the last fiscal year — 53.39 deaths per thousand patients under treat- 
ment. This is one of the lowest death rates in the entire country for State 
mental institutions. During the past twelve years, the hospital death rate 
has been reduced more than half, an accomplishment which may be at- 
tributed to the increase in the Medical Staff, improved living conditions 
for the patients, and an increase in the personnel of the hospital. A recent 
examination of records revealed that the greatest reduction has been in 
deaths from infectious and respiratory diseases, which are more respon- 
sive to medical control. The influence of the lower death rate upon the 
average patient population is, of course, in the direction of increase. It is 
very unlikely that the death rate will fall much, if any, lower than its 
present level. (See Table 5) 
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Recovery Rate : 

The release rate from the institution is somewhat lower than the aver- 
age release rate of the country for mental institutions. One explanation 
bearing on these figures is the fact that we employ a more conservative 
policy in releasing patients. We do not have any out-patient clinics, or 
Psychiatric Social Workers. Another factor influencing these figures is 
that this is the only mental institution in the State, and we have commit- 
ted to our care hundreds of mental defectives, epileptics and seniles, a ma- 
jority of whom become permanent institutional cases. 

The method used in discharging patients is essentially the same as it 
was thirty -five years ago. In two ways it holds the discharge rate in 
check: it limits the furlough of patients to those who can he -released to 
their families without professional supervision ; and for these patients it 
makes adaptation to home and community difficult without psychiatric 
guidance. Under these conditions we may expect the discharge rate to 
remain low, and the readmission rate high. Changes in the number of 
new patients admitted with various mental diagnoses have a significant 
effect on the discharge and death rates and on the size of the population. 
The most conspicuous change taking place in tiie last decade has been the 
decrease in the number of patients admitted with neurosyphilis. Another 
change is the rapidly mounting number of patients admitted with dementia 
praecox. During the period of 1930-32 when we instituted malaria therapy, 
517 patients were admitted with some form of syphilis of the central ner- 
vous system. Until recently these cases were considered incurable, but 
during the last calendar year we released more patients suffering with some 
form of syphilis than we admitted to the institution. (See Tables 6 and 7), 

ACTIVITIES OF THE STAFF 

The Staff of the Florida State Hospital is composed of fourteen well 
trained and qualified physicians. Their efforts are coordinated to carry 
out the purposes of the hospital in the most effective manner. The "Offi- 
cer of the Day" system is employed, with physician's services available at 
all times. 

Receiving Service 

The Receiving Hospital is divided into four receiving wards, accord- 
ing to sex and color. There is a medical officer in charge of each of these 
wards, and when a patient is received a preliminary examination is made 
at that time. The patient remains on the receiving service until all ex- 
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animations have been completed, and the ease ready for presentation to 
the diagnostic Staff. Every new admission receives an x-ray of the chest, 
dental examination, complete blood count, blood Kalin, Kline, and Hinton ; 
spinal fluid Kahn, cell count, colloidal gold test, albumin, protein, and 
globulin. Urinalysis and stool examination is made, and any other indi- 
cated blood or x-ray work. 

After the case lustory has been compiled, physical, neurological ex- 
aminations, and mental work completed, the patient is presented to Diag- 
nostic Staff by the attending physician. 

Diagnostic Staff 

A staff conference is held each morning of the week, except Sunday, 
for one hour fur the purpose of reveiwing and confirming diagnoses of new 
admissions, at which time therapy is planned. All the staff conferences 
are conducted by the Cluneal Director. 

Progress Notes 

Progress notes are made on each patient following admission, weekly 
for four weeks, monthly for five months, and every six months thereafter. 

General Staff Conference 

(jeneral Staff conference is held once each week on Friday afternoon, 
and all patients recommended for discharge are presented. Cases released 
on furlough are uot ueeessardy brought before this conference as the phys- 
ician who is attending the patient has authority to release the patient on 
furlough to the nearest relative, or guardian. The furlough agreement 
extends over a period of one year, at the end of which time the patient is 
automatically discharged. A furloughed patient may he returned to the 
institution any time during the year of furlough. The person removing 
the patient furnishes the hospital with a monthly report concerning the 
patient's condition. 

Clinical Gonference 

On the second Thursday of each month at 7 :00 P. M. a clinical con- 
ference is held, at which meeting papers are read by staff members; all 
deaths for the preceding month reported and discussed ; occasionally 
films are shown of medical and surgical interest. Accurate records are 
kept of these conferences, and much interest is shown in these meetings. 
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Psychologist, Philip Wohiiiki, M. A. 

The hospital lias had a full time psychologist since February, H):J7, 
who assists the psychiatric staff in its activities. Psychological examina- 
tions are conducted cm patient* when referred by their attending physician. 
These examinations include testing general intettige e and specific apti- 
tudes, to secure a more complete survey of tlie patient's personality, and 
to determine what degree of mental deterioration may have taken plate 
Patients are tested before any special treatment, and tie also re- 

peated after completion of treatment, especially in Insulin and Hetraxol 
shock therapy, and pre-f rontal (ototomies, to determine if possible what 
results may have been obtained. 

The psychologist also gives interviews to patients. Psychological 
testing has also been used to advantage in the selecting of personnel. 
These examinations are given all applicants for the Nurses' Training 
School. 

The psychologist serves as an instructor of Psychology in the School 
of Nursing. His services are also use | in the attendants' Training Course. 

(Iknkkal Hospital 

During this hieunium the General Hospital has ben increased in sue, 
and at present consists of 417 beds, of which Ul J."> are in tin- Genera] Hos- 
pital, 4!> in the Tuberculous Hospital, 'M in the white nude Receiving 
Hospital, tlu' iu the white female Receiving Hospital, 49 in the colored 
male Receiving Hospital, and 42 iu the colored female Receiving Hospital. 

The nursing staff lias also been increased, and at present we have ill 
our employ -2 graduate nurses and 7b" student nurses. In I he general hos- 
pital we also use nurses' aids and orderlies. 

In this biennium the Fulmar Building, named for Doctor J. Q, Fol- 
mar, has been occupied as a base hospital. This has added considerable 
hospital space, and increased the efficiency of medical, surgical and psy- 
chiatric care. In this building, on Ihe ground floor, is located the offices 
of the Chief Physician ami Ihe Superintendent of Nurses. All records of 
patients are filed in these offices, and a clerical staff of nine is employed 
to handle the work connected with the patients' records and correspondence. 

There are plans under way at present to add a new wing to this build- 
ing, which will house an Operating Suite. X-ray De|Mirfment. Personnel 
Physician's Office, Emergency Room, Fracture Room. Cystoscopie Room, 
Physiotherapy Department, Eye, Bar, Nose and Throat Department, and 
the Drug Room. (See Table 8). 
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Health , 

The general health of the patients of the Florida State Hospital, as 
well as the employees, is a large responsibility, which has to be carried by 
the medical staff. Efforts have been made to raise the level of the general 
health during the past two years with much success. One strong indica- 
tion of this is the marked decline in the death rate, which has previously 
been stared as having been cut in half during the past twelve years. Aside 
from the sanitary measures taken, and the inoculations and vaccinations 
which are given each patient and employee, a rather thorough examina- 
tion is given each employee which includes a complete physical examina- 
tion, x-ray of the chest, blood KaSm, Kline and Hinton ; urinalysis, stool. 
examination, and sniears. With this procedure we have been aide to raise 
the level of general health among the employees, and also to eliminate many 
undesirable applicants. This work requires the full time of one staff 
member in making routine examinations of applicants, and earing for the 
medical and surgical needs of the personnel. 

The last biennial report refers to the eradication of amoebic dysentery. 
I am very happy to report that only an occasional case has shown up since 
the last report. Several of these cases were picked up in the Receiving 
Hospital on new admissions. 

During the hienuium we have had no serious accidents, and no epi- 
demics of any consequence. During the Winter of 1938-39 and 1939-40 
we had incidences of influenza which manifested themselves in mild form 
and attacked only a limited number of patients. These outbreaks were 
readily controlled by isolation measures, discontinuing of social activities, 
and visiting hours during this time. All contagious diseases are put on 
the basis of strict quarantine, and every effort is made to prevent the spread 
of infections. 

The water supply and the milk are tested in our Laboratory at weekly 
intervals to eliminate any infection from this source. All milk is pasteur- 
ized, and our cattle herd is examined by the State Health Officers. 

* 
Radiology and Physiotherapy 

Edith E. Norman, M. D. 

There is a well equipped Roentgenology and Physiotherapy Depart- 
ment, with a full time Roentgenologist and two technicians. For diag- 
nostic work and superficial x-ray therapy, the department is equipped with 
the latest model 100 K V shock-proof, x-ray equipment. 
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For deep x-ray therapy the latest model 200 K V iboek-proof Mnxitmtr 

apparatus, and 50 Mgms ol' radium are available. 

In t lie physiotherapy department is the latest model of radio wave 
I lului-i nt liermy machine, replacing the oM model short wave dia t he r my 
machine- The latest model Ultra Violet quartz, or sun ray lamp, replaced 

the old model. In this department is also an Infra Ked lump for heat 
therapy. 

There is also a well equipped viewing and file n>om, with recently 
purchased metal cabinets for protection ami storage of til ins. 

The latest addition is a clinical camera for photographing malignant 
tamers hoili before and after treatment. 

X-ray therapy, which was once rout rai in lien ted in acuta infections, 
is now often the therapeutic met hud nf elect ion tor ninny ol these condi- 
tions, and the summary below indicates the marked increase of work 
along this line. Ultra Violet therapy is now used hi conjunction with, 
and often replacing, superficial x-ray therapy in the various skin and su- 
perficial lesions. 

Cancer work has made great strides in the past few decades, through 
the recognition of the high percentage of cures in early treated eases in 
comparison with the marked low percentage in advanced eases, lad with 
^ihe education of llie public to the necessity of early treatment. Since our 
resident cases are observed early, the results have been quite gratifying. 
Of the cases far advanced before admission the results obtained have not 
been sn satisfactory. 

Within the coming year the X-ray Department will he moved to the 
new hospital wing, now being planned, where adequate room has been pro- 
vided for expansion. In the coming bieiinium we hope to add to all de- 
partments, and also to establish several innovations such as inductopyrexia, 
hydrotherapy, and electrocardiograph.

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DENTAL DEPARTMENT 
A. F. Douglas, D. D. S., Chief Dentist 

Doling this past biennial period the physical provision for carrying 
on the dental service for the patients and employees of the Institution has 
undergone extended improvement, until at the time of this report the 
Dental Infirmary represents perhaps the most modern and completely 
equipped clinic of its sort in any state maintained mental institution in 
the Fnited States, if not in any hospital of any class. In it are included 
ample reception room space for white patients and employees, separate 
reception-room, operating-room and sterilizing facilities for the colored 
patients and employees, five general operating rooms, a complete surgical 
operating room, sterilizing rooms, a recovery room, library, record clerk's 
office, personal office, and laboratory. 

This very complete clinic represents a realization of many years 
planning and effort and the cooperation of the Board of Commissioners 
of State Institutions toward this result is herewith gratefully acknowl- 
edged. 

A very efficient small dental clinic has been set up during the past 
bieunium at the Florida Industrial School for Boys at Marianua and the 
dental department of our institution still continues to furnish the dental 
service for the School. In this connection it is recommended that step* 
be taken to relieve our service of this responsibility in the early future. 
Since this work was taken over in 1931 by this department, there has 
been an increase of approximately 1,200 patients in our institution, 345 
of this number representing the increase during the past two years. In 
order to eare properly for this past, and reasonably to he expected future 
increased patient population of our own Institution, our entire personnel 
is needed. Moreover it is recognized that under the present arrangement 
the inmates of the Industrial School do not receive anything like adequate 
dental care and that Institution could without question utilize the services 
of a full time resident dentist to atl vantage. 

During the past biennial period there has been set up a well defined 
and regi'lated plan for the dental care of the employees of our institution, 
based on a free service with nominal cost charge for materials used in 
restorations. This plan has been well received by the employees, and has 
served to do away with many abuses that had arisen because of a former 
lack of well defined limits to this service.

SCHOOL OF NURSING EDUCATION 

Elsie Moog. Director 

The past two years have seen many changes in our School of Nurs- 
ing Education, physical changes and changes in the general conduct of 
the school. These changes may be listed as follows: 

1. The School was moved to new quarters in the new Nurses' 
Home on January 18, 1939. 

2. The new quarters include a lecture hall, a demonstration 
room, a laboratory, a utility room, a store room, and a library 
and office. 

3. The equipment has been added to and brought up to date. 

4. Class hours have been increased to meet the recommendations 
as listed by the Florida State League of Nursing Education. 

5. Laboratory courses have been established in Dosage and So- 
lutions, Microbiology, Chemistry, and Dietetics. 

6. Sociology, Social Problems in Nursing, Introduction to Medi- 
cal Science and Public Health Nursing have all been added 
to the curriculum. 
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7. A three-month course in Psychiatry has been established for 
students of other schools. 

H, Affiliation at Charity Hospital in New Orleans was begun 
July 1, 1939. The affiliation includes three months in obstet- 
ric nursing, three months in pediatric nursing, and two months 
in communicable disease nursing. 

II. A lecture course of twenty hours for attendants was begun in 
September 1939, to be given twice a year. 

1U. An Institute on Mental Hygiene and Psychiatric Xursing was 
held in April of 1939 and again in 1940. 

11. The student body has increased from twenty-nine in July, 1938, 
to sixty-three at the present time. 

12. Au assistant to the Director of Xursing Education has been 
added to the teaching staff. 

PATHOLOGICAL LABO R A TO BY 

E. H. IUedioer, II. D. 

Uur pathological laboratory is under the direction of a full time pa- 
thologist, who is assisted by three technicians. Our laboratory is also ap- 
proved for technicians' training, and two students are under instruction 
at present It is our plan to increase this number to five in the near future. 

The laboratory is equipped and capable of handling any laboratory 
procedure that is necessary in operating an accredited hospital. 

niir Department of Pathology is quite active, and \vc have been able 
to obtain pertnissiofi for auto|isies on about 50' 1 of the deaths fa the insti- 
tution. (See Table 9) 

EYE, EAR. NOSK AM) THROAT DEPARTMENT 

F. V. (iAMMAOE, 31. D. 

This department is handled by a full time E, E. X. T. Specialist who 
routinely examines every new admission to the hospital, [•arries out indi- 
cated treatment, and consults with other staff members when his services 
are requested. Patients who have errors. of refraction, and who are cap- 
able of ha ndling glasses, are furnished them.

DRUG DEPARTMENT 

T. J. Hicks, Je. 

Our drug dispensary is located in the General Infirmary, ami is under 
the direction of a registered pharmacist. It is our plan In house this de- 
partment in the addition to the Folmar Building, now being planned. 
which will furnish adequate space, and make it more readily accessible 
to the .various hospital wards. Drnjjs are dispensed to ward* daily upon 
doctors* prescriptions. We carry a complete line of drugs in large quan- 
tities. Only drugs of the highest quality are used. 

TUBERCULOSIS HOSPITAL 

W. (J. Miles, M. D. 

For the past two years we have had a daily average of 4fi white pa- 
tients in our new Tubereulous Hospital. This building was designed for 
the treatment of tuberculosis in the mentally ill. It is well adapted for 
this purpose, has a kitehen in connection with the building, where suitable 
food is prepared and served to the patients in an attractive manner. 

Over this period there have been 178 pnennwthorscea, 4!1 pneumoperi- 
toneums, 6 phrenic nerve evulsions, 4 rib resections, and 14 tfeoraeenttesH, 
and 1 pneumolysis. Before and after pneumothorax patients are fiuoro- 
seoped and progress is charted on diagram of lungs. X-ray studies are 
made of each active tubercular case every three month* to determine the 
patient's progress. Sputum examinations, sedimentation rates, blood 
counts, and blood chemistry are done routinely, and at] along during 
patient's illness. 

The physician in charge of the tubercular service is frequently called 
in consultation by other members of the Staff to aid in making, or mling 
out, a diagnosis of tuberculosis among the remaining patient* and person- 
nel. One graduate nurse is in charge with 8 attendant* and orderlies. 

The mortality fate among imr tubercular cases is approximately ■'.',. 
This is due to the fact that many of our eases are coin mined in a far ad- 
vanced, highly infectious condition. 

For several years it has been the practice of this hospital to do a rou- 
tine x-ray on each new admission's chest, also applicants fur personnel. 
By this procedure many early cases of tuberculosis have been d is c ov ered 
and successfully treated. 
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SURGERY 

With a population of 4.613 average patients, and a large personnel, a 
number of surgical conditions arise. During the year from July 1, 1938, 
through June 30, 1939, 671 minor and major operations were performed. 
Front July 1, 1939 through June 30, 1940, 787 operations were performed. 
Surgery is under the direct supervision of the Chief Physician, who ap- 
proves all surgical procedures. A large number of patients have benefited 
considerably by surgery, especially in the removing of pathological condi- 
tions which are contributing causes of their mental illnesses. 

On the visiting staff we have a urologist who visits the hospital each 
week, and who consults and aids in urological treatments. 

A neurosurgeon visits the hospital each month, and sees all patients 
where neurological surgery is indicated. After the completion of our new 
surgery unit, which is being planned at present, I am stire the efficiency of 
the department will be increased to a considerable extent, as more pa- 
tients can he handled with the same personnel. 

There is still a decline in the number of fractures occurring among 
the patients. This, we feel, is due to improved living conditions, increase 
in, and better trained personnel, 

INSULIN AND METRAZOL SHOCK THERAPY 

In September, 1937, Insulin and Metrauol shock therapy were insti- 
tuted at the Florida State Hospital in a very cautious and considerate 
manner. Our results were very satisfactory, as reported in the last bien- 
nial report. We have continued this form of therapy through this bien- 
nium, and are well convinced that selected cases derive considerable bene- 
fit from this form of treatment, I think the fact has been established that 
the patients receiving the most benefit are those with a very short dura- 
tion of mental illness. This form of therapy has been carried on cautiously, 
and on a very small scale. It is our plan to expand this form of treatment 
to where we will be able to handle a larger number of patients, believing 

that our experience justifies such expansion. 

■ 

We have used occupational therapy in conjunction with our shock 
form of treatment, which we think has proved its worth. With the expan- 
sion of shock therapy, it will be necessary to increase our occupational 
therapy department. To give the desired treatment, adequate additional 
ward space must be arranged, additional doctors, nurses and attendants 
provided, as this form of treatment requires highly specialized and trained 
personnel. 
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MALARIA THERAPY SERVICE 

Mark F. Boyd, M. D. 

Malaria therapy for the treatment of patients suffering from dementia 
paralytica (paresis) and other forms of cerebrospinal Ires Iihs been con- 
tinuously available during the biennium through the collaboration of the 
Division of Malaria Research of the State Board of Health, which is sup- 
ported by funds received from the International Health Division of the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

Malaria therapy is prescribed for suitable patients by ihe regular 
medical staff of the hospital. The inoculations are iierformed, and the 
general management of the patients during their malaria attack is super- 
vised by a resident physician on the hospital staff under the freneral super- 
vision of the Chief Physician of the hospital. The Division also contrib- 
utes to the salary of a technician in the hospital laboratory. The service 
also uses the laboratory and insectary facilities of the Division which are 
located in Tallahassee. 

Malaria therapy is necessarily restricted to patients who are found to 
be in reasonably good physical condition. Inoculations are made by both 
infected blood and mosquito vectors, using a local strain of all three spe- 
cies of plasmodiae. During the attack patients are hospitalized and the 
clinical course is guided by daily parasite counts, weekly blood counts 
and urinalyses, and constant supervision for complications. Unless there 
is some contraindication, the malaria is allowed to terminate spontaneously. 

The value of this form of therapy is clearly shown in a survey made in 
1937 of the preceding six years work. Greatest benefit was to ucurosyplii- 
lities of the paretic type, but there is definite evidence that it is of prophy- 
lactic value in eases of cerebrospinal syphilis without psychosis. 

Those patients who are young and whose symptoms are of short dura- 
tion show the greatest improvement. In any given class, improvement is 
proportional to the severity and duration of the malaria attack. An op- 
timum of conditions seems to be found in selected patients who experience 
over twenty paroxysms of fever, reaching 104 degrees or over, in which 
group the remissions (those improved sufficiently for discharge) reached 
62.5 per cent. Age, duration of symptoms, fewer paroxysms, or lower 
temperature levels retard these figures. 

The use of chemotherapy with malaria therapy gives better results 
than either of these alone.
